PART OF LANDSCAPE 


Flowering shrubs, either ever- 
green or deciduous, are part of 
every home landscape. They add 
much color and bloom and will 
brighten the most drab part of 
any property with attractive fol- 
iages and changes of color at 
various times of: the year.
